Seven arrested on drug trafficking 
charges in UNITE roundup Monday

Seven people were arrested on 
drug trafficking charges Monday, 
January 16, during a mini- 
roundup conducted by Operation 
UNITE. 

All seven of those charged 
were served with District Court 
warrants obtained following un- 
dercover drug investigations dur- 
ing 2005, said Lee Weddington, 
manager of the Big Sandy Task 
Force. Their cases were to be pre- 
sented to the Morgan County 
Grand Jury on Wednesday, Janu- 
ary 18.

460, West Liberty, two counts 
second-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance. 

•Jerry Roseberry, 33, Malone 
Trailer Park, West Liberty, two 
counts second-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance. 

•Justin Bailey, 23, Highway 
172, West Liberty, one count traf- 
ficking in a controlled substance 
within 1 ,000 yards of a school. 

•John Howard, Jr., 35, Lick 
Branch Road, West Liberty, one 
count trafficking in marijuana less 
than 8 ounces. 

•Heather Moore, 21, Liberty 
Road, West Liberty, one count 
second-degree trafficking in a 
controlled substance and two 
counts trafficking in a controlled 
substance within 1,000 yards of 
a school. 

•Timothy Sargent, 46, Liberty 
Road, West Liberty, one count 
first-degree trafficking in a con- 
trolled substance. 

•Jeremy Adkins, 32, Rowe

Participants will leave the 
community center and march 
down Prestonsburg Street and 
Main Street, around Ginn Av- 
enue, and back to the community 
center - a distance of approxi- 
mately one-half mile that will

Ezel woman is 
named in drug 
syndicate case 

An Ezel woman was among 
several people charged after 
Bourbon County law officers 
confiscated more than $36,000 
worth of illegally obtained pre- 
scription drugs on Saturday. 

According to Paris Assistant 
Police Chief Tim Gray, the drugs 
were discovered after police 
stopped a vehicle in North 
Middletown. Billy Barnett, 36 of 
Sharpsburg was charged with en- 
gaging in an organized crime- 
criminal syndicate and obtaining 
controlled substances by fraud. 

Stephanie Ratliff, 35, of Ezel 
was charged with obtaining con- 
trolled substances by fraud. 

Others arrested and charged 
with fraudulently obtaining con- 
trolled substances included three 
Powell County men, Paul 
Johnson, Jr., 22; David 
McKenzie, 34, and Josh Adkins, 
19, all of Stanton; Charles Hight, 
23, and William Wagoner, 31, of 
Paris; Anthony Willis, 30, of 
Cynthiana, and Rachel Barnett, 
19, of North Middletown. 

Police said the charges fol- 
lowed a month-long investiga- 
tion.

Fiscal Court OKs 
list of projects for 
coal tax funding 



Conley, citizens ask 
solons to not divert 
funds for other uses 

The Morgan County Fiscal 
Court, in a resolution adopted 
Dec. 14, approved a list of local 
improvement and construction 
projects for which it hopes to re- 
ceive state funding in 2006-2008. 
Judge Executive Tim Conley has 
called upon the county’s repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature, 
which is currently meeting in 
Frankfort, to earmark all of 
Morgan’s coal severance tax al- 
location for the next biennium for 
the projects requested by the 
court. 

In a letter made public this 
week to Rep. John Will Stacy and 
Sen. Robert Stivers, Conley noted 
that $260,000 of Morgan 
County’s severance tax money 
was allocated by the legislature 
last year to the Morgan County 
Regional Technology Center and 
was not available to help local 
government fund other needed 
projects. In his request to Rep. 
Stacy and Sen. Stivers, Conley 
noted that of all the counties 
served by the technology center, 



only Morgan County’s coal tax 
money was earmarked by the leg- 
islature for the center. 

Conley and the fiscal court are 
requesting that all of the county’s 
$500,000 in coal tax monies over 
the next two years be earmarked 
specifically for the projects the 
court has proposed. 

Accompanying Conley’s letter 
was a petition signed by over 500 
citizens supporting the court’s 
request. 

Funds requested by the court 
for 2006-2007include: 

$50,000 for emergency ser- 
vices 

$50,000 for road department 
equipment. 

$75,000 for athletic field im- 
provements. 

$50,000 for barns at the county 
horse park. 

$15,000 for rescue squad AT V 
equipment. 

$10,000 for Disabled Ameri- 
can Veterans operation expenses. 

$5,000 for Senior Citizens 
Center operation expenses. 

$5,000 for the Community/ 
Convention Center. 

$5,000 for Helping Hands 
Animal Care.

DIST. 

How to calculate 
your water usage 

Do you know how much wa- 
ter you use? Most of us do not 
realize how much water we use 
in our everyday activities. 
Knowing how much water 
is used will help you determine 
what is normal for your 
household. The following is a 
guide to help you track 
the amount of water your house- 
hold uses during normal activi- 
ties: 

Showering - 25-50 gallons 

Shaving - 3-5 gallons (with 
tap running) 

Automatic dish washer - 15 
gallons 

Brushing teeth - 2 gallons 
(with tap running) 



Dish washing - 20 gallons 
(with tap running) 

Clothes washing - 30-60 gal- 
lons 

Hand washing - 2 gallons 
(with tap running) 

Bath tub - 36 gallons 
Toilet flushing - 5-7 gallons 
Outdoor watering - 5-10 gal- 
lons (per minute) 

Check your meter to see 
whether you have leaks. If the 
dark triangle is moving and you 
are not using water anywhere, 
then you could have a leak. 
Water leaks are costly. A typical 
toilet can leak around two 
gallons per minute. If you have

Intelligent Design vs. 
Commitment to Families?

FRANKFORT — While Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher was busy last week 
expressing his personal belief in 
“intelligent design” as opposed to 
evolution to explain the Earth’s 
development over time, House 
Democrats were merrily continu- 
ing their “Commitment to Ken- 
tucky Families” legislative cam- 
paign. 

They beat the Republican gov- 
ernor by nearly a week in an- 
nouncing their intention to raise 
Kentucky teachers’ salaries to the 
average salaries of teachers in 
surrounding states. 

Fletcher got a two-day head 
start on a plan for helping small 
Kentucky businesses afford 
health insurance for their employ- 
ees by mentioning it in his State 
of the Commonwealth speech, 
but then the Democrats came 
right back with proposals for 
tougher laws to prevent identity 
theft and to protect private prop- 
erty, as well as legislation provid- 
ing for a graduated drivers license 
for Kentucky teens and a bill that 
permits re-importation of drugs. 

Intelligent design may be a 
hot-button issue with many Ken- 
tuckians - and the lawyers who 
will make big money defending 
or opposing it in Kentucky 
schools - but I expect the average 
Kentuckian is more interested in 
cheaper drugs, affordable health 
insurance and preventing govern- 
ments from using their powers of 
eminent domain to take private 
property for the benefit of private 
developers. 

Evidently, while Fletcher has 
spent months attacking Demo- 
cratic Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo for his ongoing special 
grand jury investigation of the 
Fletcher administration’s person- 
nel practices, Democratic leaders 
in the House were busy putting 
together a legislative agenda that 
not even Senate Republican lead- 
ers could attack as being “anti- 
family.” 

The Democrats, in fact, seem 
to have co-opted the time-tested 
“family values” GOP mantra right 
out from under Fletcher’s preoc- 
cupied nose. 

Each plank of House Demo- 
crats’ “Commitment to Kentucky

which stands for Unlawful Nar- 
cotics Investigations, Treatment 
and Education, seeks to fight the 
drug epidemic by expanding drug 
awareness and education pro- 
grams to keep people from using 
drugs; coordinating drug treat- 
ment and outreach programs for 
those who are already addicted; 
and operating regional undercover 
law enforcement task forces for 
interdiction and prosecution of 
those dealing drugs. Rogers has 
directed $32 million in federal 
funds to the counter-drug initia- 
tive over the past three years. For

It is going to be difficult for 
Republican Senate President 
David Williams to top that, al- 
though I have no doubt he cer- 
tainly will try before long. 

Of course, the house Demo- 
crats aren’t being any more spe- 
cific about how they intend to pay 
for serious pay raises for teach- 
ers than Fletcher has been. Even 
with an estimated $400 million 
more money to spend in the new 
budget, there are so many com- 
peting uses for that money that it 
will be interesting to learn how 
creative the governor and House 
are in financing their proposals. 

Fletcher, of course, has a dis- 
tinct advantage in that his formal 
budget proposal later this month 
will have to be specific. The 
Democrats, then, must be equally 
detailed to prove their “family 
commitment” is more than mere 
partisan one-upmanship. 

The fact that the Democrats so 
far - and it is early in the legisla- 
tive session - appear to be suc- 
ceeding is evidence of how dis- 
tracted Fletcher and his top aides 
are by the special grand jury in- 
vestigation and the continuing 
legal battles spawned by grand 
jury subpoenas and indictments 
and Fletcher’s pardons of those 
indicted. 

After all, the house Demo- 
cratic leadership is hardly noted 
for its political courage in the face 
of strong Republican legislative 
action. 

On the subject of Fletcher’s 
two-year spending plan, whatever 
final budget is passed by the 
House and Senate - and this year, 
they had better pass a budget or 
there likely will be a lot of new 
faces in both chambers at the ear- 
liest opportunity - should have a 
provision that any Kentucky 
school system that incurs legal 
expenses defending itself either 
for not teaching intelligent design 
or for teaching it will send those 
legal bills to be paid out of the 
governor’s office appropriation. 

Fletcher surely wouldn’t want 
money diverted from teachers’ 
salaries, new textbooks or class- 
room computers to pay lawyers 
because of his own personal be- 
liefs.

Every year for as many as I can 
remember, my grandmother has 
made the trek to the cemetery on 
“Decoration Day.” She had been 
puny all last winter, but hoped to 
feel better come Memorial Week- 
end. As time drew closer, it was 
obvious Mamaw didn’t have the 
breath or the energy to make the 
trek. You see, we have to drive to 
the end of a holler up Pleasant 
Run in Morgan County, cross a 
field, jump a stream and hike 
straight up the backbone and then 
across the top of the ridge to a 
small cemetery that time has for- 
gotten. Mamaw has an uncle and 
three baby brothers buried there. 
To pass the time, Mamaw always 
regaled us with stories that took 
you back 60 or 70 years to a time 
when they hauled their dead on a 
sleigh and drank from a spring. 

Memorial Day came and went. 
June came and went. Mamaw 
called in July and said she guessed 
she was just getting too old. You 
could hear the disappointment in 
her voice. She wished she were 
able to go. We went back and forth 
with ideas of how to get an old 
woman up on that hill. We finally 
settled on 4- wheelers. My hus- 
band had one and a nephew ol 
hers had another one. It would 
take 3 times longer and take us 
miles out of the way, but she was 
determined to try. 

Mamaw made everyone prom- 
ise to go slow and be extra care- 
ful. She even made us get off a 
few times and meander up the 
rough spots. She rode on one with 
her nephew and my husband, 
grandson and I rode on the other 
one. After what seemed like an 
eternity, we finally made it to the 
cemetery. We raked off the leaves, 
uncovered the footstones, cut tree 
sprouts and disposed of the old 
flowers. Mamaw decorated the 
graves with new flowers, stood 
back and admired our handiwork. 
Once again, she had made the trek 
and wondered aloud if this would 
be her last time on the hill. 

Mamaw ’s health continued to 
spiral downward over the next 
few months. Finally a doctor con- 
cluded she needed a pacemaker. 
Our 80 lb. spitfire spent her first 
time in the hospital, and had her 
first operation. We were terrified 
for her. Would she make it 
through the surgery? Would she 
keep her mental faculties? 

I’m happy to say she recently 
celebrated her 82nd birthday and 
doing quite well.

Federal jury indicts 
two men for looting 
archaeological site 

Two Estill County men have 
been indicted by a federal grand 
jury on charges of looting archeo- 
logical sites in the Red River 
Gorge. 

The U.S. Forest Service said 
Michael Scott Johnson, 41, and 
William Walter Blaisdell, 42, 
were charged with digging in a 



rock shelter known as the Sunny 
Shelter, which suffered irrepa- 
rable damage. 

“What was once an important 
record of human history is now 
destroyed, archaeologist Randy 
Boedy. Artifacts removed from 
the site were confiscated, he said. 

The defacement of such sites 
deeply affects Native Americans 
and represents another small, but 
cumulative, loss of their tribal 
heritage, the agency said.

RETIREMENT

Question: I will be 66 years 
old next February and am plan- 
ning to retire on my birthday. Can 
you tell me what the maximum 
Social Security retirement benefit 
will be in 2006? 

Answer: The maximum 
amount for 2006 for a person re- 
tiring at full retirement age (65 
years and 8 months for those bom 
in 1941) is $2,053. This is based 
on earnings at the maximum tax- 
able amount for every year after 
age 21. However, the average re- 
tirement benefit amount in 2006 
for all workers is estimated to be 
$1,002. To get an accurate esti- 
mate of your retirement benefit 
amount, you can visit Social 
Security’s Retirement Planner at 
www.socialsecurity.gov/plan- 
ners/. 

Question: What is the abso- 
lute earliest age that I can begin 
receiving Social Security retire- 
ment benefits? 

Answer: The earliest age at 
which a worker can begin getting 
Social Security retirement ben- 
efits is 62. The 1983 Social Se- 
curity Amendments included a 
provision for raising the retire- 
ment age beginning with persons 
born in 1938 or later, but do not 
affect the minimum age for retire- 
ment, still age 62. However, you 
would receive a reduced benefit 
if you elect benefits prior to your 
full retirement age. For more in-

Over 9,000 Paid Circulation! 
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On a trip to northern Ohio on 
Aug. 12, 2005, I visited 
Johnson’s Ison in Lake Erie’s 
Sandusky Bay. There, I came 
upon the grave of young John 
Jackson Nickell, a reputed Con- 
federate guerilla having Morgan 
County connections, who was 
hanged for wartime actions. 

I have told the story previ- 
ously in “Historical Sketches,” 
summarized from a book by W. 
Lynn Nickell, Hanging Justice , 
The Complete Military Trial of 
Pvt. John Jackson Nickell, 1864 
(see acknowledgments). 

Nickell was a son of Fowler 
and Nancy (Brown) Nickell, of 
Rowan County. (Fowler’s father, 
Isaac, and Isaac’s brother “Black” 
John - my fourth-great-grandfa- 
ther - were children of Joseph 
Nickell, who, in turn, was a son 
of John Nickell, who came to 
America from Ireland about 
1745. “Black” John was a pioneer 
settler of Morgan County.) 

Briefly John J. Nickell (born 
about 1843) became known as a 
“notorious murderer and bush- 
whacker” (as one of his captors 
would say). However, in his de- 
fense, he claimed not to have 
been a guerilla, insisting he was 
mustered into service as a regu- 
lar soldier. Further, he maintained 
that Union soldiers committed 
similar crimes but were treated as 
prisoners of war rather than be- 
ing hanged for their crimes. 

Nickell pleaded not guilty to 
all but a charge of having mur- 
dered a man named Logan Wil- 
son. However, the widow of John 
Desha Nickell (a cousin of the 
accused) testified he was one of 
five men who took her husband

into the woods and shot him in 
the back. Several robbery victims 
also provided testimony against 
Nickell. 

John J. Nickell was found 
guilty by a military commission 
and sentenced to death by hang- 
ing. The case was forwarded to 
President Abraham Lincoln, who 
approved the sentence. On Sept. 
2, 1864, at Johnson Island Prison, 
the young Confederate was 
hanged and buried in the cem- 
etery there. 

A veteran later described how 
the prisoner rode in a wagon 
seated on his coffin. He was ac- 
companied by a burial party with 
the playing of the “Dead March.” 
When the prisoner was told to 



rise: 

“He stood up promptly, with 
head erect, but without bravado. 
His quiet, brave demeanor im- 
pressed his enemies - enemies 
without enmity at the solemn 
moment. The rope was speedily 
adjusted, the cap drawn over his 
eyes, the spring touched, and the 
tragedy was at an end. Brave and 
handsome was this young Ken- 
tuckian at noon of that Septem- 
ber day. Soon afterward the stal- 
wart form was lifeless.” 

A puzzle appears on Nickell’ s 
tombstone which identifies him 
as a “surgeon.” According to 
Robert Ibos of the Johnson’s Is- 
land Preservation Society, whom 
I interviewed in Marblehead, 
Ohio, the marble tombstones in 
the cemetery are replacements for 
the original white-painted, wood- 
plank ones that had become de- 
teriorated and hard to read. He 
suggested an abbreviation for 
“Sergeant” had simply been mis- 
read. That seems probable, al- 
though Nickell’ s rank has other- 
wise been given as private.

Back In business 



What to expect from this 
year’s General Assembly?

Turn your head toward the 
heavens and ye may find your an- 
swer. 

The knowledge you seek 
may come in the form of a bill- 
board. 

A casino advocacy group, 
Kentucky Equine Education 
Project, is making a major push 
through billboards and newspa- 
pers to allow expanding gaming 
in the commonwealth. 

The aim of its membership, in 
it’s own words, is “in the interest 
of preserving Kentucky’s equine 
heritage and strengthening the 
economy, the Kentucky Equine 
Education Project supports a 
voter referendum to amend the 
state constitution to all for full 
casino gaming for those holding 
licenses to operate racetracks in 
Kentucky.” 

Kentucky Senate bill 4, which 
was prefiled by David E. Boswell 
of Owensboro, proposes the state 
Constitution be amended to allow 
casino gambling at Kentucky 
horse-racing tracks. 

There is a lot of power behind 
KEEP, and some of their posi- 
tions probably make a lot of sense 
to a lot of voters including the 
notion that the commonwealth is 
losing millions of dollars to In- 
diana casinos. 

Some of the more conserva- 
tive regions of the state that don’t 
see a lot of revenue from 
the horse industry and charitable- 
gaming operators will line up 
for a fight with casino support- 
ers. 

It should be interesting to see 
if this proposal makes it all the 
way to a referendum. 

Here are some other interest- 
ing prefiled bills to follow: 

• HB 103 - submitted by Mary 
Lou Marzian and Jon Draud. 

This bill would impose a 
tax of 32 percent of the gross 
receipts of wholesale sales 
of smokeless tobacco, cigars, 
loose tobacco and pipe tobacco. 
Under the specifics of the bill, 
the money raised from the new 
tax would be used to establish 
a children's dental care fund 
and be divided up for other 
programs such as mental health 
and substance abuse services, 
Medicaid health care services, 
health insurance for state 
and public school employees, 



smoking prevention and cessa- 
tion, public school construction 
or renovation for school districts 
with growth in enrollment, 
veterans' nursing homes, 

cancer research and 

postsecondary tuition assistance 
or the state’s general fund. 

•HB 90 - submitted by Tom 
Burch D. Keene and Addia 
Kathryn Wuchner 

This bill would put some re- 
strictions on new drivers under 
18. Under the proposal, minors 
would be issued an “intermedi- 
ate license” for six months. Un- 
der the provisions of the bill, the 
intermediate driver could only 
have one teen passenger at a 
time, could not get any moving 
violations or legally drive be- 
tween the hours of midnight and 
6 a.m. 

HB 86 - submitted by Charlie 



Hoffman 

This bill would change current 
Kentucky law making seat belt 
usage a primary enforcement 
issue for police. This means 
if a cop spots you driving with- 
out using a seat belt, the officer 
can pull you over and issue a ci- 
tation. 

This proposal is probably gen- 
erating as much grass-roots 
interest as any other bill facing 
the General Assembly. It’s 
passage could be tied to a pro- 
posal by the Governor to increase 
the speed limit on major road- 
ways. 

These are just some of the is- 
sues the General Assembly will 
be facing over the course of the 
next 60-odd days. 

The budget, which triggered 
so much controversy last year, is 
still on the table.

Peyton, McCowan lead charge 
as Cougars beat Rowan County 



Emotions run high as 
Morgan improves to 
13-2 on the season

Nathaniel Peyton and Blake 
McCowan combined for 44 
points as the Cougars completed 
the season sweep of Rowan 
County with a 65- 55 victory at 
Veterans Memorial Gym. 

Peyton scored nine of his 
game-high 24 points in the 
game’s opening eight minutes. As 
a team, five of Morgan’s six first 
quarter baskets came courtesy of 
assists as Matthew Perry’s squad 
claimed a 15-11 lead. 

After Rowan County pulled 
within a point early in the second 
quarter, the Cougars owned the 
final seven minutes of the period. 
Blake McCowan converted two 
jump shots and a layup as Mor- 
gan took a 21-15 advantage. Af- 
ter Rowan’s Matthew Martin bur- 
ied a three-pointer deep off the 
right wing to trim the lead back 
to three, Nathaniel Peyton, Devan 
Adkins, and Blake McCowan 
combined to score the final 12 
points of the quarter to put Mor- 



gan in control with a 33-18 lead 
at the half. 

Morgan picked up where it left 
off early in the third quarter as 
Devan Adkins found Nathaniel 
Peyton for a 10-foot banker and 
a 37-18 lead. But Rowan’s Mat- 
thew Daniel helped pull the Vi- 
kings back within striking dis- 
tance, reeling off 12 points to get 
his team within eight, 42-34. The 
Cougars would stretch the lead 
back to 10 after three quarters. 

The fourth period would see 
the emotions of the years-old ri- 
valry surface. De van Adkins was 
fouled underneath the basket as 
Rowan’s Clay Ratliff grabbed 
him with both arms. Adkins took 
exception to the foul, pushing 
Ratliff away and exchanging 
words with the Viking player. 
Then moments later, Nathaniel 
Peyton absorbed a hard foul while 
scoring in transition as the Cou- 
gars took Rowan’s best shot and 
promptly began to pull away. 

Peyton then put the finishing 
touches on Morgan’s victory with 
a perfect behind-the-back bounce 
pass to Katlin Haney, who con- 
verted the layup for a 62-49 Cou- 
gar lead. Free throws by Peyton 
and Blake McCowan accounted 



for the team’s final three points 
as the Cougars closed out the im- 
pressive 65-55 win over Rowan. 

Nathaniel Peyton’s 24 point 
performance was complimented 
by Blake McCowan ’s best over- 
all performance of the season. 
The Cougar forward finished just 
short of a triple-double, with a 20 
point, 15 rebound, and seven as- 
sist effort. Devan Adkins scored 
10 for the Cougars, while Wes 
Williams and Katlin Haney ac- 
counted for seven and four points, 
respectively. 

Matthew Daniel managed 21 
points for Rowan but hit only 
eight of his 28 field goal attempts. 
Matthew Martin was the only 
other Viking player in double fig- 
ures, finishing with 10. 

Morgan shot 50% (20 of 40) 
from both the field and three- 
point range (3 of 6), but was once 
again hampered by poor free- 
throw shooting. The Cougars mis- 
fired 14 times from the line, con- 
verting only 22 of 36 attempts. 

The Cougars will return to the 
court Friday night at East Carter 
before returning home for a 
much-anticipated Saturday 
matchup with Antonio Owens of 
the Boyd County Lions.

NOW THAT’S WILDCAT

If there was ever a Kentucky team 
in need of a win in the worst pos- 
sible way, this was it. Tubby Smith’s 
squad came into its game with Geor- 
gia Tuesday night about as emotion- 
ally low as one could get. But after 
40 minutes of their best basketball 
in weeks there appears to be at least 
some measure of hope restored in the 
big blue nation. 

The first five minutes of the con- 
test had UK fans thinking “Here we 
go again.”

The Cats led by 
three at the break. 

Georgia would regain a one-point 
lead early in the second half, but it 
did absolutely nothing to shake 
Kentucky’s confidence. Patrick 
Sparks (remember him) finally came 
to the realization that he should stop 
thinking and simply star t shooting. 
His three-pointer off the right wing 
and pullup jumper in transition put 
UK up four. Sparks then grabbed a 
defensive rebound and fed Rajon 
Rondo the length of the court for a 
two-handed slam to make it an eight 
point lead. Rondo would get another 
highlight reel play just seconds later 
when his steal led to an easy one- 
handed slam. And when Sparks 
bounced it between his legs to Brad- 
ley in transition, then it got it back 
for for the baseline jumper, the lights 
officially went out on the Dogs in 
Georgia. Sparks then proceeded to 
provide the exclamation point with 
a three-pointer from deep off the left 
wing with three minutes to play. Ap- 
propriately enough, Sparks was im- 
mediately mobbed by his teammates 
as the weight of the world seemed to 
lift off his shoulders and a wealth of 
shooting confidence was restored. 

And while all this may have just 
been one game, Wildcat fans finally 
got a glimpse of this team’s enor- 
mous potential.

Peyton leads team in 
scoring; McCowan 
tops in rebounding

With a 13-2 record, including 
a perfect 8-0 mark against 16th 
region opponents, Morgan 
County has once again estab- 
lished itself as one of the region’s 
elite teams. The Cougars are 
outscoring opponents by more 
that 14 points per game and lead 
the region in team defense — sur- 
rendering just over 40 points a 
contest. All this comes as Coach 
Matthew Perry patiently waits for 
his offense to hit high gear. 

One player that appears to al- 
ready be in offensive overdrive is 
Nathaniel Peyton. The senior 
guard leads the team in scoring 
at just over 16 points per game 
while shooting better than 60 per- 
cent from the field. 

“Nathaniel has really elevated 
his game offensively,” said Coach 
Perry. “There’s spurts when he 
seems to score at will.

As for the team’s leader in FG 
percentage, that honor belongs to 
Blake McCowan.

McCowan is also the Cougars’ 
leader in rebounds, averaging 
nine a game. Blake’s 137 re- 
bounds represent about 33 per- 
cent of the team’s total output. 

Katlin Haney continues to lead 
Morgan in 3-pt. FG shooting, hit- 
ting 41 percent from the perim- 
eter. De van Adkins and Nathaniel 
Peyton are close behind — con- 
verting 39 percent from beyond 
the arc. 

If this team has a downfall, it 
has to be in the free-throw depart- 
ment. The Cougars are hitting 
only 64 percent for the season 
(165 of 258) and would likely be 
undefeated had it not been for 
poor shooting from the stripe. 
Wes Williams and Nathaniel 
Peyton post the only decent per- 
centages on the team at 73 and 72, 
respectively. 

Morgan will head to East 
Carter tomorrow night before re- 
turning home for its next five 
games — including the much an- 
ticipated Saturday match up with 
Boyd County in the Commercial 
Bank Hoops Showcase at Veter- 
ans Gymnasium.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - The 
United States Navy Memorial, 
located on Pennsylvania Avenue, 
in Washington, D.C., is a national 
memorial that honors those who 
served, and are serving, in 
America’s Sea Services - Navy, 
Marine Corps, Coast Guard and 
Merchant Marine. 

The focus of the U.S. Navy 
Memorial is not a particular type 
of ship, battle or conflict, but 
rather the individual whose ser- 
vice and sacrifice is honored and 
celebrated. The heart of the U.S. 
Navy Memorial is the Navy Log. 

The Navy Log is the perma- 
nent public registry where Sea 
Service members and veterans 
can record their service informa- 
tion - name, duty stations, 
awards, photos and memories. 
The Navy Log may be viewed at 
the U.S. Navy Memorial, or via 
the Internet at 

www.lonesailor.org. The goal of 
the Memorial is to record the ser- 
vice history of all eligible uni- 
formed individuals and veterans. 

Now through the end of July

Ky. lawmakers 
call for universal 
health care plan 

FRANKFIORT, Ky.— State 
Representatives Joni Jenkins, 
Tom Burch, Derrick Graham, 
Mary Lou Marzian, Reginald 
Meeks, Darryl Owens, John Will 
Stacy, and Jim Wayne have 
stepped forward to lead a chorus 
of legislative voices calling for 
action to address the failures of 
the current health care system. 
Representative Jenkins has intro- 
duced a resolution (HCR 40) en- 
dorsing the National Health In- 
surance Act. 

HCR 40 urges the United 
States Congress to pass HR 676, 
the United States National Health 
Insurance Act which provides a 
system of universal, single payer 
health care insurance. HR 676 is 
sponsored by Congressman John 
Conyers and 62 U.S. House co- 
sponsors. 

“Half a million Kentuckians 
are without coverage, and mil- 
lions more have insurance too 
costly or inadequate to protect 
them. The health care crisis is 
threatening families, stifling job 
growth, and squeezing state fund- 
ing for education. The current 
system rations according to those 



who can afford care. This is im- 
moral,” said Representative 
Jenkins. 

Kentucky can’t solve this 
alone. It requires a national so- 
lution. Security for our families 
and communities begins with 
access to affordable, quality care. 
The single payer proposal ad- 
dresses the issues. 

Federal jury indicts 
two men for looting 
archaeological site 

Two Estill County men have 
been indicted by a federal grand 
jury on charges of looting archeo- 
logical sites in the Red River 
Gorge. 

The U.S. Forest Service said 
Michael Scott Johnson, 41, and 
William Walter Blaisdell, 42, 
were charged with digging in a 
rock shelter known as the Sunny 
Shelter, which suffered irrepa- 
rable damage. 

“What was once an important 
record of human history is now 
destroyed, archaeologist Randy 
Boedy. Artifacts removed from 
the site were confiscated, he said. 

The defacement of such sites 
deeply affects Native Americans 
and represents another small, but 
cumulative, loss of their tribal 
heritage, the agency said.
